333 AN ANCIENT CELTIC BRONZE ORNAMENT, found in 
a morass on the Farm of Torrs, in the Parish of Kelton, 
Galloway, Scotland, about the year 1820. It was 
presented to Sir Walter Scott by Mr. Joseph Train of 
Castle-Douglas, who lived close to the place where it was 
found, and in the same parish. 


It consists of a convex plate of thin bronze shaped as a 
demi-champfrein, with two projecting tapering horns 
curved upwards and terminating in double-lobed extrem- 
ities, similar to that of a spoon-bill duck’s head and 
beak. One of these horns has been broken off short of 
theend. The base is cut off square across, the top arched, 
the left side of the top being imperfect. Just below 
the middle on each side are large circular holes for the 
eyes ; the spaces around them are filled with repoussé 
curvilinear scroll-work of graduated lines and ornamental 
lobes in high relief of Celtic design. Attached to the 
main structure are small overlaid ornaments of varied 
patterns, and up the sides are strengthening bands with 
milled’ edging. The horns bear indented designs of 
curvilinear lines and scrolls of similar character ; 10zn. 
high by 6in. across the back, on wood stand with brass plate 
and inscription. 


The purpose of this curious Celtic alte is not actually 
known. It has been suggested that it was the mask of a 
mummer of the neighbouring Castle of Threave, but the 
shape is far more suggestive of a demi-champfrein for 
one of the small Galloway ponies, than for a man’s head- 
dress. Should this be the case, it would put the use of a 
frontal for heads of animals back to a much greater 
antiquity than is commonly accepted by armour experts, 
since this specimen cannot be of much later date than 
about 100 B.C.
